passed, (he rural fh^delivery bill,,so 
amended that carriers shall be paid a 
salary not to exceed ftiOO per year, and 
the post otlice npiiropriation' hill, after 
having^ amended the latter to provide 
for the rural delivery sen'ice. While 
these measures have been consiilercdon 
the door of the House tbe interest of 
tho members has centered upon'(lie 
contest between the high vroteelionisls 
and heel sugar men and the Itaiiers 
who favor the Ways and Means,bill. 
The problem is now in tbei hands of a 
joint committee composed of represent- 
atives of both factions. It is probable 
the decision wid be made public today 
and will consist of the assent of the beet 
sugar men to Ihe Ways and Means bill 
gpuitiug i) per cent, rxxlucliou, on a re- 
ciprocity basis for a period limited to 
September 1, 1933, al which lime the 
European countries will cease to pay 
bounties on beet snea'r, and with' the 
understanding that the Senate will 
neither increase the amount of the re- 
duction nor extend the time limitation. 
Tito efforts of the President to bring 
about unity In the House have been 
marked by most capable politics and 
he has surprised even his most ardent 
admirers by his tact and patience. Rep- 
resentative Tawney, who has been one 
of Ihe leaders of the opvv>silion, slid to 
me Saturday, "I am a protectionist and
